on 157 near Effingham, 111 
“ She’ll ask if your’re a n 18-wheeler and you say, yeah ann 
sh e’ll ask if you’d like a little entertainm ent. She ll tell you 
what it’ll cost ($15) and everything right over the radio. 
Smith said the voice invites the trucker to pull over at a 
freeway reststop where, he said, he has seen a car parked on 


m any of his trips. 
“ I never stopped myself but I must of have talker wi i i 


a dozen tim es,” he said. 
The Federal Communiciations Commission has been ir

“ We’re not sure yet. We know in some cases they are girl 
juveniles just teasing the truckers, 
says Carl Pryon.

prostitutes, or prostitutes trying to solicite business. 
Pryon said the Dallas Community Radio Watch took to the 
highways with mobile monitors and direction finding 
equipment to investigate the incidents.

Bob Hitch, head of the CKW “ We tracked the voices, and 
usually ended up at truck stops. 
“ We sat and listened to the exchanges, and after a while 
some truck would pull in and flash his lights at a cat full of 
young girls in the parking lot.

I mean 
they flat floorboarded those cars to get as far away as fast as 


they could.”

architect James Wines with 
a sardonic smile, why not 
translate some whimsy into 
buildings selling vacuum 
cleaners, toasters and tea 
kettles? 
“ Why?”

reporter 
asked, looking up at what 
Wines 
calls 
his 
“ in­ 
determinate facade.” 
“Why not?” shrugs the 
bearded New Yorker with a 
sweeping gesture to a roof 
which looks like Superman 
tried to leap over at a single 
bound — and missed. 
“At what age did you 
develop this deep-seated 
cynicism in architectural 
design,” the reporter asked, 
still unimpressed.

DEAR POLLY — I have an antique solid brass bed with 
several coats of paint on it that I would like to remove and 
then shine the brass and keep it shining. Can you tell me 
how to do this? — SANDY. 
DEAR SANDY — You can do this — I know lor I once did 
a bed that is part iron and part brass — but it really is a job. 
Of course, the ideal way would be to take or send it to a 
brass company to be stripped and refinished. 
To do this yourself use a good commercial paint 
remover. Tell the dealer what you are using it for and he 
may suggest one brand that would be better than another. 
After every bit of the paint is removed, clean and shine 
with a good brass polish (follow directions on the con 
tainer) but be sure to wash the polish off well with hot sud 
sy water, rinse with hot water and dry thoroughly. To keep 
the shine it will be necessary to lacquer the brass. 
After bed is washed and shining bright, touch as little as 
possible to avoid fingerprints. Apply denatured alcohol 
(poison) to the entire surface. Let dry and then apply a 
clear and transparent metal lacquer with a paint brush, or 
better still, spray it on. When the lacquer does wear off, 
and it eventually will, remove it with the denatured alcohol 
and then relacquer. Dust with untreated soft cloth.
